‘ea, they revenl the story of the 
glorious and for long successful 
s.ruggle which the ald land system 
ond the British farmer put up for 
core than a century fh face of an 
» ‘Increasing urban population, And 
finally, they ‘suggest a different 
‘reason from that, given by ' the 
ordinary political historfes for the 
defeat, writes 2 special correspon- 
dent of the “Observer.” 
The English Corn Laws go back 
tg: the Norman Conquest,, and 
‘'they alternately” permitted and 
‘prohibited the export of wheat 
from England to the Continent. 
‘The International trafic In corn 
was ,smali—in sharp contrast 'to 
the trade In wool—and the price of 
wheat was astonishingly steady 
. Prom the time of Alexander the 
Great to, Columbus the European 
price nveraged 288.8 ton; and 
even the vast import of precious 
metals which  tollowed the dis- 
covery of the New’ World, and 
‘which ralsed prices all round, only 
Increased wheat to 44s, 6d. by 1650. 


A RISING DEMAND ' 


During the next hundred years 
‘or’ go the. demand for British 
‘wheat abroad rose ‘steadily, reach- 

ing its absolute maximum in 1749- 
$0, when, 1,667,778 quarters were 
exported to the Continent.. This 
was the first Golden Age of English 
‘agriculture, for prices were steadily 
rising, and with the urban popula- 
tion at. home increasing year by 
yeas, the home demand was bound 
to grow even, if the Continental 
Maree declined 4 
There followed the Enclosure 
‘Acta. ‘which ‘have beén roundly 
. denounced as the rich man steal- 
ing the poor man’s land, Naboth's 
‘viheyard, ‘and ‘all the rest of it. 
.No doubt there was something in 
thdt.
